The winter creamery offers many ad- 
vantages to dairymen, with few OF 
many cows milking during the winter. 
The chief of these are a better average 
quality of butter. which is sure to 
bring a higher price, and the extra 
yield of butter per 100 Ibs. of milk 
which is got by using the cream sej- 


arator. Either of these advantages will. 


pay the cost of manufacturing the 
butter, which ought not to exceed 
three and one-half cenis per pound 
where the milk is delivered at thc 
creamery. ‘Again. the labor is very 
much less for the farmer's wife, where 
the milk is sent to the winter cream- 
ery. In addition. the farmer and his

The Father of Eugiand's Fature Queen ina 
Straitened Financial Position. 

The death of the Duchess of Teck will 
leave her husband in avery precarious 
financial position. He has absolutely 
no fortune of his own, the small estate 
which he inherited from his mother 
by reason of his morganatic birth he 
was debarred from inheriting from his 
father, having been squandered at 
Vienna long before he married his Eng- 
lish wife. The latter had an annuity 
from the British treasury of $25.000.a 
year as a full-fledged royal princess of 
the reigning house, besides the use of 
White Lodge at Richmond, which is 
crown property, and one of the royal 
palaces. Peither this palace nor yet 
the annuity can possibly be continued 
to the widowed duke or to his children, 
one of whom is the Duchess of York, 
fcr he is not royal nor an English 
prince of the blood, neither are his sons, 
and it is difficult to see what he will 
have to live on. He has recently been 
speculating somewhat heavily in Yu- 
kon gold mines, and has lost more than 
he can possibly afford to pay in the 
venture, besides compromising his name 
to an extent that has seriously annoyed 
the Queen and other members of the 
Royal family. 

HE CAN’T REACH IT. 

The money left by the wife’s mother 
was all settled on his children in such 
a manner as to avoid the possthiity 
of his getting hold of it, and not only 
is he destined henceforth to be a de- 
vendent on their bounties, but also he 
will have to give up the Royal estab- 
lishment and attributes to which he 
has been accustomed since his mar- 
riage, and which he shared with his 
wife, who alone had any right thereto. 

_Altogether the situation in which he 
finds himself is ona of considerable 
difficulty, and is complicated by the 
fact that he is the father of England’s 
future Queen, and as such is bound to 
keep upacertain amount of style. Let 
me add that he is not popular with the 
members of the Royal family in Eng- 
Jand, who are none of them disposed 
togo very far out oftheir way tohelp 
him out of difficulties.

BALLOONS IN WARFARE, 


DEATH DEALING EXPLOSIVES 
HURLED FROM THE CLOUDS. 


Tutere:ting Expcriments Juct Completed ia 
England — Electrie Coll Used te Dis- 
charge the Expl osives— Military Experts 
Declare That the Balleen Will Be One 
of the Mest Dreaded War Agents. 

The English Government has demon- 
Strated that the balloon in warfare 
can be made a complete success. Ex- 
periments just concluded at Lydd have 
shown that explosives can be accurately 
thrown from balloons at army desired 
height and. the discharge thereof re- 
guiated by means of an electric coi!. 

Tt really seems as if, after more than 
100 years of experiment. the balloon 
would prove as valuable an adjunct 
to an army as the artillery ttself. The’ 
balloon used in the Lydd experiments 
had a capacity of 10,000 cubic feet. It 
rose to a distance of 1,50) feet from 
the earth, at which point the experi- 
ments were made. At first dummy 
shells were used, the Idea being to see 
how accurately they could be launch- 
ed in a certain position. The pro- 
jection ofthe explosive took place in 
the air just above the position aimed 
at, this being as effective for the pur- 
pose of the experiments as if the shell 
were launched upon buildings in a po- 
sition in the camp with the result- 
ant damage. 

It was marvelous to observe the ac- 
curacy with which the projectiles were 
dropped. So nicely have the air cur- 
rents been calculated in point of velo- 
city that when the balloon operator 
launches the shell he does so in such 
a manner that the explosive will reach 
the objective point on the earth he- 
low with scarcely the variation of a 
foot.” With so close a caleulation

THE NEW MUNICIPAL LAW. 
Advance copies of the new Muni- 

cipal Ordinance, as passed by the 

Legislative Assembly at its last 

session, and assented to by the 

Lieut.-Governor on 15th December, 

1897, have been received by the 

Town Council, and shows a con- 

siderable change from the old law. 

In order to disencumber the Ordin- 

ance, the provisions for machinery 

for the organization of new muni- 
cipalities have been struck out, as 
under the revised Statute Labor 
law such organization would not be 
frequent, and when any district 
wanted to be formed into a muni- 
cipality special legislation could be 
sed. ‘The chief object of the Bill, 
1owever, is to reduce expenses. A 
year ago two municipalities had 
been disorganized and the reason 
was that they found the old system 
too expensive,—it had cost too 
much to expend the revenues. 
Under the old law there had been a 
Collector, compelled to call upon 
every ratepayer, which added great- 
ly to the expense, more especially 
in rural districts. It had been found 
that the greater portion of taxes in 
rural municipalities were paid at 
certain points on days appointed by 
the Collector. In order to secure a 
cheaper system—the chief object of 
the Bill—the office of Collector is 
abolished, as well as the offices of 
Clerk and Treasurer, the three be- 
ing replaced by one—styled Secre- 
tary-Treasurer. This system is now 
successfully followed in Manitoba. 
~The Bill provides for taking suit- 
able security froin this officer—not 
personal security, a bond of some 
ruarantee company doing business 
in Canada. The new law also pro- 
vides that in place of depositing 
the municipal money with the 
Treasurer the money shall be de- 
posited in a bank, to be drawn out 
on the joint cheques of the Secre- 
tary-Treasurer and Mayor or Reeve. 
Another important and_ pleasing 
feature of the new law is the change 
in the length pf the term of office 
to be served by Councillors. In 
future the Town Council will be 
elected on the same principle as the 

School Board ig now elected, three 

members being elected in one year 

and three others the next. This is 

a wise provision, a8 it will result 

in there being from year to year at 

least three old Councillors who are 
familiar with the work and under- 
stand the mode of procedure. 


MARKETS FOR NORTH - WEST 
BUTTER. 


Accounts of sales of theshipments 
of butter from the creameries under 
the management of the Department 
pf Agriculture in the North-West 
Territories are now received from 
Great Britain. The prices realized 
are considerably lower than were | 
expected at the time the shipments | 
were made.

butter, the market there was dull | 
and uncommonly low. The decline |

the Kootenay. A comparison of the 
new rates with the old will be of 
interest. For instance, in shipping 
a car load of agricultural imple- 
ments froin Montreal to Winnipeg 
the old rate per 100 pounds was 82 
cents, whereas it will now be 74 
cents. A carload of nails and spikes 
shipped from Montreal to. Nelson, 
B.C., will go for $1.26, per 100 
pounds, compared with $1.45 under 
the old tariff A carload of oil in 
barrels, very largely used in the 
‘west, from Montreal to Calgary 
will go for $1.29 per 100 pounds, 
against $1.61 under the old rate. 
Apples from Montreal to Regina 
are now 87 cents per 100 pounds, 
compared with $1.30, as in the past. 
Rates to all points are in proportion 
to those quoted. Winnipeg ship- 
pers enjoy the same reductions to the 
west, so that they are in equally as 
good a position as eastern shippers. 


THE DECADENCE OF THE FAIR 
SYSTEM. 


Farming : Our short article on 
this subject some weeks ago seems 
to have touched a responsive chord, 
Since then several letters have been 
received from correspondents dis- 
cussing the advisability of doing 
away with many of the local fairs. 
and only holding fairs at a few 
leading central points ; these we 
have published in Farming. A de- 
cided change seems to have come 
over the sentiment of sur people in 
regard to the holding of local fairs 
While local agricultural shows serv- 
ed a good purpose when first or- 
ganized, we believe that their use- 
fulness has to a certain extent died 
out. All the purposes for which 
the local township fairs were first 
organized would be realized by com- 
bining a number of them into 
county er district shows. Railway 
facilities are so good now and the 
rates are so low, that every farmer 
if he wishes, can spend a day or 
two at a leading fair. In fact, it is 
true that nearly every farmer visits 
some one of the leading shows every | 
rear, even though he has his town- 
ship fair at his own door. On that 
score there does not appear to be 
any valid reason for continuing so 
many local shows.

PLANTING A STRAWBER BED. 


The secret of growing good straw- 
berries is not in the variety, but in 
the soil. The bed shouid be in the first 
place alsolutely clean, not only of 
weeds, but of wecd seeds. Norank ma- 
nure should be placed on or in it, but 
the ground stould be made rich and 
mellow, very much as you prepare for 
growing vegetales. Set the plants in 
the fall, about the first of August or 
soon after. This will depend some- 
what upon the season. Some years 
good plants cannot be had before the 
middie or last of August. The young 
plants should be mulched at once, most 
generously, with either fine cut hay 
or such litter as may be at hand. The 
best growers of large berries have @ 
habit of shading the plants with frames 
covered with paper er other material. 
No material for fertilizing straw/lerri+s 
is equal to wood ashes. It may te 
borne in mind that the soil in which 
the wild berry grows is that of decay- 
ing wood; so you may safely apply any 
amount of chip manure or wools, dirt 
and muck. The use of nitrate of soda 
and sulphate of ammonia as a stimu- 
Jant is also recommended. But if the 
weather is dry there must be no stint 
in the application of water. This should 
be applied in holes dug by the side of 
the plant, and not on the plant: and 
it should be applied very liberally. Both 
during the rrowing season and the 
bearing season keep your strawberry 
bed as coo: as possible. 

Should you use potted plants? Not if 
the expense is much ahead of layered 
plants. If possible, grow your own 
plants. Mr. Davis a successful grower, 
Says he always selects the second plant 
from the first runner on the parent 
plant. At all events, tale good strong 
sets if you wish for quick growth. Be 
fore winter sets in cover your plants al- 
most out of sight with compost, and 
then spread over a thin layer of leaves 
of eut straw, or sawdust. This com- 
post should always be in making, if you 
wish for success in horticulture. Ihave 
six beds in different parts of my !and. 
They are mate of ashes coa! ashes. barn- 
yard manure, weeds, waste sod;.in fact 
everything that will decay and that ! 
can fork together in the fall to use 
hoth for covering and for manure. In- 
to these piles go hundreds of loads of 
leaves. Tfowever, it must be borne in 
mind, that, as a rule, farmers cannot 
fni time to get their ground ready 
for strawherries at the time I have in- 
dieated If it has been impossible to 
do so. you may set your plants as late 
is October 1. and even later, if taken 
un with plenty of earth. If planting 
s delayed till spring I should wish to

constitution from its effects 

Protection from draughts prevents 
chilling of the skin's surface, which re- 
tards the shedding of the sunimer coat 
of hair. thus interfering and retarding 
the growth of the winter coat. often 
making an anima! look unthrifty all 
winter 

With some horses there is, perhaps, 
some necassityt o clip the body because 
the coat is coarse and heavy. In such 
cases this attention is important, for 
it brings about an early change and 
hea'thy skin (The ehpping can Le 
done early in the winter season. there- 
by rendering a horse less liable to 
chilis than when the clipping is done 
lator. Much of the coarse condition 
of the winter coat is due to neglect 
of proper attention ai shedding time. 
A horse that has been clipped requires 


aig care and attention to make him 
ook equal to one with a natural 
healthy coat. 

‘Vhen horses are to be turned out 


to rough it all winter. such careful at- 
tention is not absolutely necessarv. Yet 
it is better to have the winter coat well 
started before they are turned out. 

A tablespoonful of flour of sulphur 
added to a mash once or twice a week 
acts beneficially on the vessels of the 
skin. but should not be given during 
cold weather. as it is considered to open 
the pores too much.

WINTERING COLTS. 


The future of thecolt depends very 
largely upon the feeding and care it 
receives during the first winter of its 
life. If it is permitted to “rustle” for 
a scanty living then, and to take on 
a staring, ill-kept coat, it will never 
get over it. even though it should sub- 
sequently receive excellent care. In 
this the co:t does not differ from oth- 
er domestic animals. The grower of 
good cattle or pigs knows that after 
he has seen that the breeding is right, 
his success will depend upon good cara 
and libera! feeding, so that every day 
will have its gain will he 
continuous thrift stunt- 
ing. In all live stock the stunting of 
the young is rarely, if ever, recovered 
from. The difference between a horse 
that is just fair and brings alow price 
in the murket and @ very good one 
that sells at a remunerative figure of- 
tea depends almost wholly upon tha 
first winter’s care and keep. Heavy 
horses are profitable now, and the 
colts of this class that are now com- 
ing on wii! be stili more so if they are 
properly handled. They should be fed 
for growth liberally as to quantity. 
but with no attempt at mere blubber 
making. A good grain feed for colts 
during the first winter and until grass 
comes may be made of cats corn, bar- 
Jey aad oilmeal. mixed in the propor- 
tion of six pounds of oats. two of shred- 
ded corn and one each of barley and 
oilmeal. To this hay or cut stover, 
or both may he added as a coarse for- 
age and acolt thus fed will surprise 
its owner at a year old and will get 
a start in life that will make a good.
